The BOionco o( Agvicuimro--for Agri- 
culture has long since asBumed tho 
rook ond dignity of a sciouoe— has, with 
few excoptiouB. been mosV lamoutably 
neglooledio this Colony. V7hen wo 
cooBlder the extreme fertility and ricb- 
noBB of many extensive tracts of lau(', 
even within tho easy roach of Victorlu. 
it appears almost like a sinful neglect of 
the bounties which Providenco has plac- 
ed within oar reabh, that so few at- 
tempts have been made to turn them 
to tho best .advantage. Certainly tho 
perrioioua policy pursued on this Island, 
ia dealing with the publio lands and. the 
dearnesBof labour/have oontribatod 
much to chock the pro^roas of Agricul- 
tural developmeat. Up to tbe^ present 
time, the atate of the labor market has 
been, and still ia, the . most, setiofls im- 
pediment in the way of pt6gi;^§S;jlftu.t^».»^ 
most important of alli^dBBtries ; and; 
although a nooesaarily : .Htnited, schemo 
for assisting farm labourers to'codie out 
from EugUnd i» now presented to 
meet farmers, ^and onght to our 
the necobBiiiee of the well-to-do 
amongst ibom still it must, in ^ a great 
measure, be left to time, and those larg- 
er changes to equalize tho pnco and 
value of labor in ;hia Colony. The stu- 
dent of Colonial history will find noihin;,' 
now in all this ; and especially will ho 
find a countorpart to our own history 
in that of other gold-producing countries. 
To those who have torsakou comfort- 
' able homes ond excitedly rushed to new 
and distast parts in seuroh of gold, tho 
plodding, prosaic occnpalion of husband- 
ry presents, perhaps, the least attract-, 
ione. By the masses the most menial 
and dej)eudoBt occupations have boon 
preferred. And wo see tho unbappy re- 
Bultb iu this Colony, and more espooially 
in this part of it. The Cusiooas Eolurne 
tell us that tho people inhabiting the 
lower oouDtry alone consume every 
year nearly half a million jloUars worth 
of foreign produce wb'oh could and 
should bo grown upon our own soii ! 
Tbe Govern.TQeni steamer is still carry- 
ing Oregon and California flour to our 
80»called,Agriculturrtl settlements. Nay, 
this very' week it has been scsn to o-irry 
hay to one of these sotilomont ^ I To 
tbe easlwttid of the Cascado-'Eangc 
matters are far otherwise; but the 
' difference may bo chiefly attributed to 
natural conditions. The.-o nature 
arbitrarily insisted uponi lbe4;flpe6plo 
being supplied from the rich valley 
- and table lands of the interior. In tho 
lower oouDiry an attempt was made to 
lorce Agricultural development by 
erecting an artificinl wall of protection; 
but with what success tho Ousioms Ru 
tarns ton plainly indicate. We have said 
Agriculture has long since asBamed^tbo 
rank aii(l,d|giJilj;-of:;8 science. It is 
probiematloariiow- faf ' ia truo an 
applied to British Columbia. It id to 
be feared that farming Is, for tho moai 
part, not carried on in a very scientific 
way here. Indeed in many instances 
there is observable a degree of slofenliness 
and thriftless indifference most painful 
to behold 'and most fatal to suecosa. 
To elevate, improve and expand tliit. 
industry, whicli uiuy bo said to lie iit 
the root, which is, in truth, tho Hap- 
root of aHBiired wel|bejng,. onglit cer- 
tainly to bo the oarnost aim' of all good 
oitixans.

Wo know there is a ten- 
dency in too many minds to dcHpiso the 
day of small things, and regard wi li 
ill concealed contempt eiforla whicli, 
when compared with kindred efforto in 
England and elsewhere, must look puny 
ond ineffective Indeed, Bnt it should 
be remembered that if eveything else 
were subjected to a similar test the re- 
Bull would not bo oHHonlially ditrorent, 
• Home wiu; not built in a day.» Timo 
was when, even in Jfiagland, Agricultu- 
ral Bociotiea were a«,or,ado. ajjd feoijio 
as they are here; and the man whi 
despises and turns away from first eU'on 
hoi'o because it luoks fo ilibh and hope- 
less alongHido of matured effort in old 
oonutrios is unfit to bo a colonist — un^ 
worthy to share tbo honor of laying iho 
foundations of future Empire.^ It is. 
tbereforo, tho bonndeu duty, as it is the 
interest and the honour of every clatB 
in this community to give a helping 
hand, and give it oheorlully, to the 
great work of placing Agriculture in itb 
true position iu British Columbia, It is 
the duty and it ought tp. iijjB^tl^p pleasure 
of the (iuoou'H Itoprearintajlve in this 
colony to aid and encourage the movo- 
meul by his money and bis countouanco 
and example. It is ttio duty and it 
ought to be the pleasure of tho highest 
lady in the Isnd t j also help the good 
work forward by, in aome murkod 
way, bestowing «pon it the favor of her 
patronage.

The historical fact of a Rhino frontier Is 
fourteen hundred years old. It came in with 
the Franks, when they overrun the Roman 
provinces of Gaul in tho iftli century. Ii wag 
eslabliahad by Clovia tho I. of the Frankiah 
Kings, it waa restored and then overleapod by 
Oharlemniigo, three coniuries later. Tho great 
Philip AuguBius made in tho beginning of the 
thirteenth century a forty years reign gloriaus 
by ruling over a territory that nxtendud from 
tha lUiine to the i'yrenoes. Louis thu Saint, 
retained the Ilhina boundary and added Pro- 
vence and Laugaedoo, while Louis (Jnartozo 
convulsed Burope at tboend ofthe aaventeenth 
seotury by hia efforts to regain tbe provincea 
M^he Isft bank of tha Ithine, which hadbeen 
V^-aied from hia predeoesaora, etc., etc. . 
Ij^arly; every line of ths ..above, statenient, 
cepalna theboldroveraoof tho facte, eatabliahs 
ed by history. 

The Rbine frontier was not first established 
by tha Franka conquering Gaul. Tbe old seat 
of the Franks (iho bold, tho free), which was 
a union of several Qerman nations, so called, 
under hereditary kings in ilie Middle and 
WoBlorn part of Gormuuy, tho Franeonia of 
to-day forming the Northern part of Biivaria.
